CIRCUS WRECKED BY A-STORM IN IOWA. 


Barnum & Bailey’s Show Comes to Grief 
at. Barlington. 

Burlington, Ia., Sept. 25.—[Special. ]|—Bar- 
num & Bailey’s circus was partly wrecked 
here this afternoon by a wind and rain storm 
shortly after the conclusion of the matinée 
performance. The canvas of the main am- 
phitbeater was blown to shreds and several of 
the main supports were broken, and in falling 
crushed the seats. The animal tent and the 
boarding tent suffered a like disaster, 

Three stakemen are reported to have been 
killed in the wreck. The army of men and 
women employed in the big show were panic- 
stricken by the disaster and for a time did 
not know how to extricate themselves, The 
huge canvas, torn and beating the poles in 
the fierce wind, threatened death to any one 
commg within reach. 

The big amphitheater tent was the first to 
go down. The straining and crashing of the 
high supporting masts was quickly succeeded 
by the collapse of the big canvas. The tent 
was blown to shreds and tatters and nota 
piece as big as a horse blanket is to be found. 

The animal tent blew. down on top of the 
cages without injuring the latter, but the 
animals, and especially the elephants, became 
unmanageable and the wildest confusion 
raged. Their terror set at defiance all the 
usual authority, and their keepers, who were 
hardly better off than the beasts, were power- 
less to check the stampede. Help finally 
came from some of the other employés and 
the animals were subdued before they had 
succeeded in gaining their freedom. They 
were then hurried off to the train to be loaded 
for the next stop, although there can be no 
performance for several days. 

Besides these two big canvases the horse 
stables and the boarding tents were blown 
down .with minor damage resulting to sup- 
ports, paraphernalia, and utensils. 

The reported killing of three stakemen is 
not confirmed, but the rumors are persistent- 
ly and industriously circulated in spite of the 
efforts of the show people to discourage them, 
The shows are billed to exhibit at Ottumwa 
tomorrow, but wili not ba able to fill engage.

FOREST FIRES SPREADING IN QUEBEC. 


Hundreds of Houses Destroyed, One Town 
Houseless, and Families Destitute. 

Montreal, Que., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—The 
big forest fire that bas been raging for the 
last two days in the forests of the County of 
Athabasca has destroyed hundreds of farm 
houses. The Village of Brault's Mills is wiped 
out and nota building remains. Even the 
cattle were burned in the fields, The in- 
habitants fied terror stricken and barely es- 
caped with their lives. 

Hundreds of families became separated in 
the flight. Pierre Brault, J. Lamothe, Joseph 
Desislets, Antoine Desislets, and L. Des- 
rosiers spent two days and nights searching 
for their families. Late tonight they came 
upon them on the river bank, whither they 
had fled before the flames. 

Most of the country from Brault’s Mills to 
Ashton is a charred and blackened waste. 
The fire is eating its way still further into the 
interior and the sky is obscured by dense 
smoke. Forestdale and Moose Park on 
Mitchell’s road escaped the fire entirely, but 
along the Athabasca Branch of the Grand 
Trunk the destitution is pitiable. 

The whole community has been burned out 
and women and children are imploring chari- 
ty from passengers and passers-by.

The manufacture of the money had been 
going on for at least three years. Warden 
Hert and Deputy Mayer, in searching the 
cells lately, discovered counterfeit money and 
later found the molds which were used for 
the manufacture of dollars, halves, quarters, 
and nickels.

grand larceny. He was frequently seen talk- 
ing to Capt. Patton, who is a brother to Col, 
A. G. Patton, the millionaire manufacturer 
of Columbus, O., and proprietor of the Pat- 
ton company bon 

The officials hid behind some wares ena 
overheard a conversation between Patton and 
Convict Alsop, and heard them make an en- 
gagement to meet today. When they met in 
the flask shop, where the money has been 
made, Detective Summers and the prison 
officials in hiding overheard the conversation 
and saw the exchange of money. 

Patton Confesses the Crime. 


Patton was immediately arrested and 
made a confession. He told where he had hid- 
den $30 of the coin in his shed. A search 
was made and the money found. It consisted 
of dollars, halves, quarters, and nickels. Pat- 
ton came here four months ago from Min- 
neapolis to work for his brother, Col. Patton, 
the proprietor of the Patton Manufacturing 
company, which has its works. in the peniten- 
tiary, leasing convict labor. : 

How the convict or convicts could carry on 
the work so successively for so long without 
the aid of outsiders cannot he understood. 
The great amount of spurious money ip’ cir- 
| culation in thie vicinity during the onth 
bas kept the officials in hot water endeavor- 
ing to discover where it was manufactured, 
but no one suspected the penitentiary. 

On Patton’s person were found nineteen 
nickels and two half. dollars. In his shed 
were found $12, fourteen halves, twenty- 


room, where the money was made, is the best 
place in the whole institution for the manu- 
facture of the money, as there many acids 
are used. 

Alsop Has a Bad Record. 

The room is full of wares all the time and 
both Patton and the convict, Alsop, are em- 
ployed in that shop, Patton being the’ fore- 
man. Alsop, as stated, is serving his fifth 
term in the prison south and regarded. as one 
of its shrewdest inmates. He refused to di-. 
vulge anything, but it is thought that there 
are other convicts who assisted him. 

To the newspaper men Patton made a 
‘statement saying ke was 52 years old and 
this was the firat time he was ever in trouble, 
He did not, though, plead any excuse, as he 
gaid he was old enough to know better. His 
connection with many prominent families in 
Chicago, Cincinnati, and Indianapolis will 

Cause a tremendous sensation.

EX-LIEUT.-GOV. GIBBS OF-TEXAS 
TALKS WITH CULBERSON. 


Thinks Ali the Governor's Talk About Pre- 
venting the Fight at Dallas Will End 
in Smoke=Special Session of Court Will 
Decide the Latest Legal Quibble—Stuart’s 
Man Vendig Declares He Will Bring 
Fitzsimmons to Time on the Referee 
Question—Stakeholde? Dwyer Talks. 


San Antonio, Tex., Sept. 25.—[Special.]— 
Ex-Lieut.-Gov. Barnett Gibbs arrived in 
the city this morning from Austin, where he 
consulted Gov. Culberson. ‘Yes, I've had a 
talk with the Governor regarding the Cor- 
bett-Fitzsimmons fight,“ said Mr. Gibbs, 
„and he says he is going to try to stop it. I 
believe, however, the fight is going to take 
place, for I don’t think there is a law to stop 
it. The matter will be taken into the courts 
several times in the next two weeks, but it 
will end in a decision in favor of the fight.“ 

Austin, Tex., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—There 
was no material change in the prize fight sit- 
uation today. The Collector of this (Will- 
iamson) county also applied for a prize fight 
license this morning, saying he had been 
offered the money and must have the li- 
cense. He was refused, and served notice 
immediately he would ‘mandamus the Con- 
troller. Associate Justice Denman said to- 
day the application for a writ of mandamus 
would be heard before a full court only, so 
that it would be final. Unless a special ses- 
sion is called the matter cannot be consid- 
ered until Oct. 7, as that is the time the fall 
session of court opens. The sporting peo- 
ple are greatly excited over this move on the 
part of the State. 

Dallas, Tex., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent Stuart this afternoon received a tele- 
gram from Peter Maher, who is matched to 
box Steve O’Donnell, dated Pittsburg, Pa., 
saying he is on his way to Texas and asking 
if training quarters could be procured at 
Dallas.

New York, Sept. 25.—[Special.}—"I have 
no doubt,“ said Joe Vendig tonight, that 
Fitzsimmons intends to make a lot of trouble 
for us, but I think we shall bring him to 
time. All the parties to that fight will be in 
Dallas Oct. 5 and they will be notified to at- 
tend a meeting Oct. 6 for the purpose of 
agreeing on a referee.

DEMORALIZATION OF FREIGHT 
RATES BRINGS ROADS TO TIME.

Probability of a Speedy Termination of 
the War in the Territory West, North- 
west, and Southwest from Chicago=— 
Pooling Feature of the Western Trunk 
Line Association to Be Eliminated— 
Illinois Central Officials Will Not Equip 
Its Suburban Service with Electricity. 


There is a probability of a epeedy termina- 
tion of the war on freight rates in the terri- 
tory west, northwest, and southwest from 
Chicago. The cutting down of rates ona 
number of articles to bottom figures and the 
prospect of nominal rates being made before 
long on class rates has set the managers of 
some of the roads which are not in the best 
financial condition to thinking, and the edict 
has gone forth to the traffic officials that meas- 
ures must at once be taken to end the de- 
moralization in rates and secure larger rev- 
enues for the roads. 

The cause for the present great demoraliza- 
tion of rates in the West is believed to be the 
absence of any binding agreement between 
the roads. The Western Freight Association 
agreement is nominally in force, but it is so 
loosely drawn as to really make it ＋ 
and no attention is being paid to it by any of 
the roads, About a year or two ago in- 
dependent organization was formed n 
as the Western Trunk Line Freight co it- 
tee, which it was believed would insure the 
maintenance of rates. But after si the’ 
trial it had to be abandoned be a mis- 
take was made in providing a diVision of ton- 
nage on agreed percentages, which practi- 
cally made the organization a tonnage pool. 
The division on tonnage could not be en- 
forced. Roads which had carried more than 
their allotted percentage refused to divert 
freight to the roads which had run behind. 
Rate cutting was alleged going on just as 
freely as before the organization was formed, 
and the final collapse came sooner than was 
generally expected. 

A reorganization of the Western Trunk 
Line Association will not be attempted, but 
the division of traffic or pooling feature is to 
be eliminated from the newagreement. With 
this feature left out and the other provisions 
strengthened Western railroad officials think 
rates can be maintained under the proposed 
new agreement. To all intents and purposes 
it is to be a gentleman's agreement, sim- 
ilar to the one adopted by the Eastern roads. 
To perfect preliminary arrangements for the 
erganization of the new asscciation the 
freight traffic officials of the various West- 
ern roads between Chicago\ St. Louis, and 
the Missouri River will meet in St. Louis to- 
day. Asin the old association there is to be 
the Western Trunk Line committee, com- 
posed of the general traffic officials of the 
various roads, who will have the rate mak- 
ing power and supervision and control of all 
freight traffic of the combined roads. Then 
there is to be an Executive committee com- 
posed of the Presidents or other general ex- 
ecutive officers of the various roads, to whom 
shall be referred and who shall decide ail 
matters which the traffic officials are unable 
to agree upon. 

A meeting of lines between Chicago and 
the Missouri River was held in this city yes- 
terday for the purpose of checking hard coal 
rates to interior Iowa points. The low rate 
of $1 per ton to the Missouri River was not 
applied to interior points this side of the 
river by the lines running to points West of 
the river. To Des Moines a rate of $1.50 
per ton will be made and other points propor- 
tionately. Next Monday a meeting will be 
held in this city to consider merchandise 
rates to Missouri River points. 

At a conference held in this city yesterday 
of lines interested in rates on lumber from 
Chicago and the Mississippi River points to 
Missouri River points and beyond, Chairman 
Midgley was instructed to convene a meeting 
at Chicago Tuesday, Oct. 1, of all interested 
parties, with a view of reaching a satisfactory 
adjustment of the rates on lumber, Repre- 

entatives of the Northern Pacific, Great 
Northern, 800, St. Paul and Duluth, and 
Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic railroads 
are requested to attend this meeting. 


NOT READY TO USE ELECTRICITY 


Illinois Central’s New Issue of Stock to Pay 
for Chesapeake and Ohio Southwestern. 
„This is really news to me, said C. L. 

Wellington, Vice-President and chief finan- 
cial officer of the. Illinois Central, yesterday 
when shown an article in an evening paper 
claiming that the company within the next 
few months would equip its suburban lines 
from South Chicago into the city with elec- 
tricity. *“*No such thing,“ Mr. Wellington 
said, is contemplated or has ever been con- 
sidered. There is no immediate intention to 
apply electricity in place of steam on any of 
our liner, though I admit that in a few years 
the matter may come up for consideration, as 
electricity is bound to be the motive power of 
the future for short lines. It will take some 
years, however. before the Illinois Central 
will be prepared to use electricity on its sub- 
urban lines. 

The fact that a circular is now being pre- 
pared to the stockholders of the Illinois Cen- 
tral asking their vote for a proposition to in- 
crease the capital stock from $50,000.000 to 
$60,000,000 was the foundation for the 
story that the largest portion of the $10,- 
000,000 new stock would be used to equip 
the suburban lines with electricity. 

Mr. Wellington was not prepared to say to 
what uses the $10,000,000 would be applied, 
on the ground that he could not consistently 
do so before the proposition had been sub- 
mitted to the shareholders, 

J. W. Doane, a director of the company, 
was subsequently seen and he stated frankiy 
that the largest part of the money was needed 
to reimburse the company for the outlay 
made in purchasing the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Southwestern a year or so ago. The balance, 
he said, would be needed for the sinkmg of 
tracks and other improvements on the Lake. 
Front in this city, asagreed upon with Mayor 
Swift a short time ago. 

When the Illinois Central purchased the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Southwestern railroad 
it was done with the understanding that the 
Louisville and Nashville would buy back the 
greater portion of the line. The latter road, 
however, was unable to carry out the con- 
tract, being enjoined by the court from pur- 
chasing a parallel road. The Illinois Central, 
therefore, has to pay for the whole road and 


operate it. The Chesapeake and Ohio 
South western was formerly a part 
of the Chesapeake and Ohio rail.

Fate of Cuba Hangs Upon the Acts of One 
Man, 

Havana, Cuba, Sept. 18.—{Special Corre. 

spondence. }—In a private conversation Gen. 

Martinez Campos recently expressed his firm 


belief that by mere force of numbers he could | 
before Jan. 1, 1896, either entirely crush out | 
the revolution or confine it to the wild, | 


mountainous. regions of Caniaguey and 
Santiago de Cuba. It does not matter 
whether his men be old soldiers or not, he 
says, for by numbers they will win. He ex- 
pects 25,000 more men in November and 
will personally conduct the operations, 

The troubleis this, everything depends on 
one man—Martinez Campos. His policy is 
to pursue. vigorously all insurgents in arms 
and then extend mercy to them. Were it not 
for public opinion he would willingly put 
Sanguilly and the rest at liberty at once. 

He is a great and experienced General in 
the field and is a great statesman as well. 
He believes in reforms for Cuba nearly ap- 
proaching autonomy and intended to end in 
that. With his ability he can, aided by Span- 
ish men and Spanish money, end up this war 
quickly. But if he should die, either by sick- 
ness or fall under the bullets of the enemy, 
then only God knows the result, but it would 
look black for Spain. There lies the danger 
—it all depends on that one man. 

War Will End This Year. 

December will bring the end of the war 
one way or another, Spain is making a final 
and a terrifle effort and will send 50,000 
more men if necessary. Still, thereare other 
factors to be considered, Unquestionably 
there are seeds of revolt in Porto Rico. No 
one knows how formidable the revolt in the 
Philippines may become, and there is dis- 
content in Spain itself. What is reported of 
the secret landing of troops in Porto Rico 
may be important. Asfor the possible de- 
fection of the Canary Island troops there may 
be much in that. . 

Should Spain lose Cuba it will lose. Porto 
Rico. Losmg its American provinces the 
Canary Islands cease to be so valuable to 
them. But look at their value to England. 
England needs those islands not only as a 
health resort but as a port of call, a halfway 
house to the cape possessions.

Immemorial Regiment of the King. 

“El Inmemorial Regimento del Rey,“ 
which arrived in Havana Sunday morning, 
Sept. 15, in the troop ship Colon, has an in- 
teresting history. 

It is doubtless the oldest military organiza- 
tion of a permanent character in Spain. 
However, it ie not so ancient as the title 
‘‘Immemorial” would seem to indicate. 
During the sixteenth and seventeenth cent- 
uries Spain was ceaselessly at war, but dur- 
ing that time there was not a single soldier in 
the peninsula itself, certainly not durimg the 
sixteenth century and first third of the seven- 
teenth. Armed men indeed were ional- 
ly raised to quell minor disturbances, but 
there was no permanent military organiza- 


tion.

Speeches Made by Gen. Bushnell and ex- 
4 Gov. Foraker to Big Audiences. 

Norwalk, O., Sept. 25. —[{Special. }—Huron 
County is awake to the important political 
issues of this campaign, which are to be 
fought out with much vigor in Ohio this fall. 
Five thousand men gathered this afternoon 
at Fairfield to Usten to Gen. Bushnell and 
ex-Gov.

Heard in Hotel Corridors. 


Florence Maybrick, just entering on the 
seventh year of her life sentence in Working 
Prison, England, has the stanchest possi- 
ble champion in Dr. Helén Densmore, the 
noted woman physician of London, who 
reached Chicago yesterday on her way to 
California, where she will pass the winter. 
Mrs. Densmore is an American, but she has 
lived in England and become famous there 
in her profession. Before she leaves: Chi- 
cago she will have begun here the movement 
which she believes will stop only when each 
woman in the Confederated Women’s clubs 
of America will have contributed 28 cents 
towards a fund to be used in securing agita- 
tion enough in England to influence the 
Home Office to inquire into Mrs. Maybrick’s 
case and recommend her release. 

“Florence Maybrick is the most wronged 
woman living,“ said Mrs. Densmore. last 
night. “Innocent not only of the murder 
of her husband, but of the charges which 
were made against her character, she is 
working her life away in an English prison. 
She was condemned, not because she was 
thought guilty of murder, but because, in 
England, a woman who is thought to un- 
faithful is held to be deserving of pun- 
ishment, no matter how brutal. When Mrs, 
Maybrick's case was on trial the English 
newspapers spoke of the prisoner as a moral 
monstrosity. There was nothing in the evi- 
dence as printed to bear out these names. 
At first 1 shared the general opinion that 
she was guilty. One day I read the evidence 
and with it certain statements of Dr. Tidy, 
England’s greatest expert in poisoning 
cases. He declared there was not a scintilla 
of evidence that Mr. Maybrick died of ar- 
tenical poisoning, but; on the ‘contrary, 
everything pointed to death from natural 
causes. Then I began investigation. I 
found a young, handsome, and innocent 
American woman had been sentenced to 
penal servitude for Nfe. That a woman- 
hating Judge who knew her to be innocent 
of the crime of murder had, because he be- 
lieved her guilty of unfaithfulness, so as- 
sailed her name in his charge that the jury 
was influenced thereby and brought in a ver- 
dict of guilty.

INTERNAL REVENUE BECEIPTS FALL. 


Decrease During July and August is Ove~ 
50 Per Cent. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—The month- 
ly statement prepared by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue shows the total receipts 
of his office during July and August of the 
present year were $25,742,522, as against 
$51,925,404 during July and August, 1894. 
The net decrease for the single month of Au- 
gust was $14,203,650. 

The reeeipts during last July and August 
from the principal sources of revenue are 
given as follows: Spirits $12,742,541, de 
crease $26,963,654; tobacco $5,399,478, in- 
erease $374,935; fermented -liquors $7,300,- 
577, increase 3463, 208; oleomargarine $240,- 
44, decrease $77,868; miscellaneous sources 
$59,522, increase $20,498. 

The principal loss in revenue for the month 
of August was from spirits distilled from 
grain, which amounted to $14,280,522.

DECEITFUL BELMONT.

the speculative part of the market. 

If the public warehouseman buys and sells 
grain on his own acount and stores that 
grain in his elevator along with that con- 
signed to him by other parties, mixing all to- 
gether, asallowed by law, the fact gives him 
a tremendous advantage over those whose 
property is stored with him, and who are his 
competitors. He can buy parcels of moder- 
ately inferior wheat, of quality ranging, say, 
from 90 to 98, which would be graded as No. 
8 under the inspection rules. He can put 
these into a cleaning house, adjacent to the 
public elevator, and clean the whole up to a 
quality of barely 100, knowing far better, 
than the country dealer can just what 
will pass muster, and perhaps having in his 
warehouse a man who is a relative or other 


friend of the State official who is called an 


inspector. He can have his grain passed in- 
to the public elevator in large quantities and 
then served out to the holders of “regular” 
receipts, while he takes the better grain that 
has been consigned to others and sells it at 
a premium of one cent or more per bushel to 
shippers. In this way he can become rich 
out of illicit profits, which perhaps may 
amount to as much asthe storage charges, 
the difference being as much of a steal as is 
the abstraction of a basket of coal or a bag 
of grain from the loaded car by a miserable 
thief who hangs round the side tracks and 
runs far greater risk of exposure and pun- 
ishment than does the dishonest elevator- 
mani. 

It is not claimed that this foul cheating, 
worthy of the penitentiary, has been done in 
particular instances or by men particularly 
named. But it is alleged that known facts 
justify the belief that the cheating has been 
resorted to in more than one case, and it is 
undeniable that the opportunity for com- 
mitting these frauds at wholesale ought not 
to exist. Hence the demand that the person 
or company “nariaging a public grain ele- 
vator shall not be allowed to buy.and sell and 
store on his or its own account grain in that 
elevator. The Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners have ruled that the demand is 
not only fair but lawful, and that a license to 
run a public elevator ought not to be held by 
any one who conducts business as a grain 
merchant in connection with that elevator. 
The ruling is in line with the dictates of com- 
mon sense and with the right of the people 
to be guarded against robbery by — cus- 


todians. a

Dr. Lee says cholera is a preventible dis- 
ease, but to prevent requires coiperation, 
which only can be secured by education and 
the growth of intelligence. Victims of cholera 
are chiefly those who are victims of vicious 
appetites or habits. The excessive use of 
alcohol or tobacco, unscientific cooking, and 
the too frequent use of animal foods are pro- 


ductive of a condition of body that encour- 


ages cholera. The insufficient consumption 
of water, and especially of pure water, is of 
all factors the most conducive to the ac- 
quirement of this disease. Good health 
would be a universal prophylactic if it were 
itself universal. Experiments. have shown 


a tumbler full of cholera bacilli can be 


taken into the stomach with impunity. The 


gastric juice attacks and cuts to pleces 
quickly and surely every organic particle of 
matter that comes in contact with it, but if 
that sentinel be weakened the foe enters the 
upper intestines and there does its deadly 
Work. The preventive measure that is uni- 
|versally recommended by European experts 
is the provision of a supply of boiled water 
for all the inhabitants where cholera is 
feared, and this sensible measure is the 
only likely preventive of Asiatic cholera.” 


CIVIL SERVICE FOR CONSULS. 

About 200 Consulships have been made 
civil service places by a recent order of the 
President. All those. whose occupants get 
fixed salaries of from $1,000 to $2,500 are in- 
cluded. The Consuls-General are left out, as 
are the inferior Consuls who are permitted 
to engage in trade. Hereafter vacancies will 
be filled either by transfer or promotion, by 
the appointment of some person who has pre- 
viously served satisfactorily, or by some per- 
son selected by the President who is able to 
pass a proper examination. 

This order initiates a reform the necessity 
of which has been recognized for a long 
time. Secretary Seward saw the importance 
of a trained consular service, and at his sug- 
gestion a law was passed thirty years ago 
providing for the appointment of young men 
as consular clerks, the intention being to 
promote them gradually if they displayed 
ability. But this plan came to nothing, and 
the consular offices, which it is so important 
for the commercial interests of the country 
should be filled by competent men, have been

PREVENTION OF CHOLERA. Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette: So Mr. Brice 


The paper on the prevention of Asiatic 
cholera read by Dr. Elmer of this city 
before the latest annual meeting of the 
American Medical Association is given 
on another page. It treats of the different 
propositions that have been made to protect 
human life from the contagion of cholera 
by introducing some foreign element into 
the blood circulation, some of which have 
been ridiculous, and all questionable. The 
present disposition, Dr. Lee says, is along 
the line of animal viruses, the older form 
being attenuated bacilli, and the newer kind 
the sterilized toxins of the disease to be pre- 
vented. Both forms have sadly failed. The 
latest proposer of virus of animal nature 
that would prevent cholera is Prof. Haft- 
kine. The reported results of his inocula- 
tions in India show that 70 per cent of those 
inoculated contracted cholera subsequently, 
whereas the natives not inoculated who con- 
tracted cholera were not more than 57 per 
cent.

Though Pepin did say, in 
754, that the Pope should rule the Romans for- 
ever that does not bind the Romans of 1895 to 
obey bim. The theory of servile allegiance has 
been smashed. Sovereignty over Rome, whether 
conferred by Pepin. Charlemagne, or Napoleon, 
counts for nothing against the wishes of the 
Romans themselves and their countrymen of the 
Italian Nation. 
Mr. Onahan speaks of “international lew.” 
There have been treaties guaranteeing the Pope's 
former possessions. So have there been those 


guaranteeing to the Sultan of Turkey territories 


once claimed as his, but which are now inde- 
pendent States. Such treaties amount to noth- 
ing unless there are bayonets behind them. The 
friends of Papal political despotism should not 
call on free Americans for their prayers to put 
the Pope back on his throne as King, but should 
call on the holy alliatice—Russia, Austria, 
Prussia, etc.—to wrest Rome and the Romans 
from italy. ; 

it is true the poor, ignorant Romans did acqui- 
esce for a long time in Papal sovereignty. They 
did not know any better. It had been dinned 


into them for centuries that they were the serfs 


of Peter, and they believed it, though occassion- 


‘ally they did rise up and drive out or kill a 


peculiarly obnoxious paternal ruler. But about 
the time of the French Revolution a light began 
to break on them the light of liberty aad the 
right of self government. It shone more brightly 
as the years went by. Free institutions had 
growing charms for them, and a quarter of a cent- 
ury ago they renounced the Pope as a political 
ruler forever. 

They do pay heavy taxes—heavier than of old— 
but there are two reasons for that. One ia, the 
Italian Government assumed the debts of all the 
States which were reunited in its construc tion. 
Another is that Italy is compelled to support a 
great army and navy out of fear lest France 
should again swoop down upon her at the request 
of the Pope. as of old, and dismember her. That 
is why Italy joined the Dreibund alliance with 
Germany and Austria and spends so much money 
for self-defensive military purposes. If the Pope 
would accept the situation it would not be 
necessary to tax the Romans half so heavily. 
Bat they would rather pay those oppressive 
taxes than suffer again under a “paternal gov- 
ernment’’ fastened on them by French bayonets. 


Mr. Onahan’s eulogy of the paternal rule of the 


Papal Kings reminds one of the plea of the 
American slavebolders while they were protected 
by compromises of the Constitution in their 
privileges over the colored people of the South. 
They claimed a divine as well as a political 
sanction for slavery. Those whom they held in 
bondage were the descendants of men enslaved 
two centuries before. One day the free people of 
the United States finding the slaveholders in re- 
bellion repealed those proslavery privileges and 
abolished slavery. If those ex-slave owners were 


| like the Pope they would keep on protésting and 


asking for prayers to Peter for the recovery 
of their human chattels, They have “ accepted 
the situation” andthe ex-slaves have become 
free ci tizens of the United States, and show no 
signs, aftera generation of freedom, of wishing 
to return to the paternal and benign contrdl of 
their former masters. 

One word as regards Pope Airian. His bull of 
1155 sete forth that Ireland and all islands 
upon which Christ, the sun of righteousness, has 
shone, and which have the teachings of the Chris- 
tian faith, rightfully belong to the Blessed Peter 
and the Most Holy Roman Church.” 80 he gave 
Ireland to Henry. Mr. Onahan saysif he did he 
had no right to do so. As a Home Ruler Mr. 
Onahan could not say otherwise. But if a Pope— 
an English Pope—cannot give away the inhabi- 
tants of Ireland to England forever. how did 
Pepin get the right to give away the inhabitants 
of Rome and of certain portions of Italy forever. 
or his son Charlemagne to add to his father's 
gift of Italians? 3 

Mr. Onahan says the Pope can wait that the 
time will come when he can sit on a temporal 
throne ringed round with the bayonets of his 
zouaves—-Jobn Surratt was one of them—and rule 
a protesting people. That time never will come. 
The sunlight of a brighter day for human rights 
has come and has made the return of the dark 
ages an impossibility. The worldis entering by 
mental evolution on a new era. Men are learn- 
ing their right to free self-government and will 
never forget the lesson. The day of the “ priest- 
anointed princes” and of the peoples who be- 
lieve in the divine right of some men, booted 
and spurred, to ride and rule over others, and 
the “divine duty of the masses to obey, has 
gone by forever. The archangel’s tramp, when 
it summonses the living and the dead to the last 
judgment, will have sounded before another 
Pope-King reigns in Rome.

hysically he should not be barred from em- 

loyment because he happens to be over 50 
years of age, and if he is not mentally and 
bodily sound the county does not want him, 
no matter if he be but 25. The limit first 
set in the rules was 50 years for clerical em. 
ployés and 60 for watchmen and those of 
similar class, with an exemption in favor of 
ex-soldiers, It soon became apparent that 
many desirable applicants were being barred 
aby this age limit, and we decided to remove 
it, In addition to this we did tot see any 
good reason why a distinction should be made 
against civilians.’’ The rule, as now amended 
by the motion of Mr. Boyce, reads: 

Male applicants must be 21 years of age or 
over, except in case of messengers, who must 
be 17 years of age or over. | 

Female 8 must be 18 years of age or 
over. No Umit shall hereafter appiy as to the 
maximum age of applicants, but the qualifica- 
tions of all applicants shall be tested by physical 
and mental examination.

JualseVictims of Cholera Are Chiefly 
Victims of Ignorance, Vicious Appetites, 
and Vicious Habits. 

The following interesting and valuable 


paper on The Prevention of Asiatic Chol- 
era” was read in the Section on State Medi- 
eine at the forty-sixth annual meeting of the 
‘American ‘Medical Association at Baltimore, 
Md., by Elmer Lee, A. M., M. D., Ph. B., or 
Chicago: 


Asiatic cholera is one of the pestilential 


diseases that remains to menace the happi- 
ness and prosperity; of the human race. 


An ͤctvilized countries epidemics are more 


and more rarely occurring, but cholera is 
Still a dreaded and fatal disease in period- 
ical epidemics of wide extent in civilized Eu- 
rope. Today the disease prevails almost 
continuously in some portion of Southern 
ae Europe and Western Asia. The people in 
these countries are of two notable classes; 
those of the highest, but the majority of 
the lowast intelligence. Superstitions offer 
cbstacles that so far have prevented the de- 
velopment of prophylactic measures against 
ravages of epidemic cholera. When a peo- 
plc such as are the occupants of Southern 
Russia threaten to murder the priest of the 
parish because he endeavors to introduce, 
for their use in times of cholera, so simple 
nan agent as carbolic acid, it is not strange 
that preventive measures make slow head- 
way. The Russian populace during the last 


epidemic of the 


year 1892 actually mur- 


dered a physician in cold blood simply be- 
cause of his profession. They believed that 
me, with other members of the profession, 
was indirectly the cause of their suffering 
and death, Mobs attacked the hospital 
- barracks, dragged the patients into the open 
places, laid them on their backs in the hot 
sun, destroyed the hospital, threatened the 
lives of doctors and nurses, and in one in- 
etance-a doctor was martyred. In another 
instance, in order to save his life at the hands

Public and Individual Measures.. 

The prevention of cholera must necessar- 
fly be along two lines: First, the measures 
instituted and executed by the State; and, 
second, those means and measures to be car- 
ried out by the individual. The enforcement 
by the State of modern sanitation, modern 
hygiene, the principal feature of both the 
preceding, being a free supply of pure water 
for public and private use, constitute the 
wisest and the provision as a public 
policy. The . of rules of strict 


and severe and unyielding quarantine meas- 


ures is neither humane nor is.it necessary. 
Cholera is a preventable disease; but to 
prevent cholera requires cooperation be- 


tween the directors and the directed. Edu- 
cation and the growth of intelligence alone 
will secure protective coöperation. hat 


can we do in a place where its citizens, when 
commanded by the authorities to restrict 
their use exclusively to sterilized water, re- 
ply, as they did along the banks of the Volga 
in Russia, that they will not do so because 
God Almighty did not intend them to drink 
boiled water, for if he had he would have 
boiled the water himself. The day when 
sufficient intelligence will inspire the motive 
for coéperation between the authorities and 
the masses is somewhat nearer but still a 
long way. off. 

Personal prophylaxis against cholera 
would avail much if the result of personal 
intelligent instruction. Victims of cholera are 
chiefly persons who are themselves victims 
of vicious appetites or vicious habits. The 
excessive use of alcoholic beverages is with- 
out an equal as a chief factor in preparing 
the organism for an invasion of cholera. 
Excessive use of tobacco likewise weakens 
the system and invites cholera. Unscientific 
cooking and the too frequent use of animal 
foods are productive of a condition of body 
which encourages cholera. The insufficient 
consumption of water, and especially of 
pure water, is of all factors the most con- 
ducive to the acquirement of this disease. 
One preventive which would be a universal 
prophylactic against Asiatic cholera is the 
condition not as frequently found as it should 
be which is known by the name of good 
health. Pettenkofer of Munich showed by 
his experiments upon himself that with nor- 
mal secretion..ot.gastric juice a tumblerful 
of cholera bacilli could be taken with mirth 


substance secreted in the normal stomach 
that attacks and cuts to pieces quickly and 
surely every organic particle of matter that 
comes in contact with it. It is fully taught 
and fully believed that cholera is produced 
by organic germs which enter the stomach 
through the mouth in the contaminated 


vater which is drank or in the food which is 


consumed. The sentinel in good health 16 
vigilant.and absolutely prevents every form 
of organie substance from passing the 
threshold into the human citadel. But f the 
guard who stands watch at the door 1 
stupefied and rendered impotent by his 
own vicious habits he will permit the foe 
to enter and the house to de invaded. 
Heathy tissue, together with a healthy 
mind, is the best prophylaxis universal as 
to time and to place against évery invasion 
of the system by Asiatic cholera. 
Boil Your Drinking Water. 

It was my experience during a stay of six 

weeks in the Oboukoff Hospital in St. Peters- 
burg to see many cases of Asiatic cholera. 
There were 600 persons afflicted with chol- 
era at the time of arrival. The cases of 
cholera were principally among the lower 
or lowest classes. These poor people live 
badly, eat poorly, and drink excessively; 
but instead of drinking pure water they sub- 
stitute a Russian liquor, and frequently 
while under its influence they drink water 
during the heat of the day from the filthy 
canals which divide the city into three parts. 
These canals are so fou! that they resemble 
to some extent the Chicago River. Fish can 
scarcely be kept alive for even a few days in 
them. Very many of the men who came to 
the hospital sick from cholera contracted 
the disease through their ignorant use of 
the contaminated water from the canals of 
the city. The preventive measure that is 
universally employed, and which commend- 
ed itself because of its good results, was the 
provision for a supply of boiled water for all 
the inhabitants. It is wise in observing to 
take note of a measure so simple, yet so gen- 
erally recommended as the use of pure water 
during epidemics. This sensible measure 
is the only likely preventive of Asiatic 
cholera. During the prevalence of the epi- 
demic in Hamburg, Altoona, a division of the 
city, was supplied from a different system 
of waterworks from that of Hamburg, and 
while cholera raged in Hamburg to the ex- 
tent. of 21,000 cases in five weeks there were 
no cases of cholera in Altoona, which was 
only separated from Hamburg by the differ- 
ence of having a separate waterworks which 
supplied filtered water as against unfiltered 
water to the residents of the infected city. 
Pure water will save Hamburg from future 
epidemics of cholera.—Journal of American 
Medical Association.

Dam on the Salunda River Will Assist in 
Generating Electric Current.
